Beloved Breth en of Kansas Synod; With devout gratitude to Almighty 
God, whose guardian providence has been about us in all the dangers and 
trials of the past year, and whose helping hand has been ever with us in our 
toils, I greet you on this the assembling of our sixteenth annual convention. 

Whilst rejoicing in the prosperity which has blessed our churches.and in the 
temporal harvest which has crowned the labor of our hands, we are called to 
mingle our sorrows and our sympathies with those of our brethren on whom 
has rested heavily the hand of affliction. 

The pastor in whose church we meet to-day, with a deeply sympathizing 
people, mourn in deepest grief the death of her who was the light of the pastor's 
home, and his best earthly helper. Under the shadow of such a cloud the 
sunshine faces in darkness from the hearthstone of home, the right arm is par- 
alyzed, and naught remains save the divine light of Almighty grace, and the 
help of the Omnipotent arm. We trust that our brother, with all who are 
troubled, may look up to behold the light of God and lean without reserve 
upon the All-sufficient Arm. 

Coming from the fields of our toil and triumph, care and joy, may our meet- 
ing together be a mutual inspiration from which we shall go out to better and 
more enduring service for the Master.

¢ated in April; Vineland, in charge of Rev. D. Scholl, ready for dedication ; 
Marquette, in charge of Rey. M. Stolpe, ready for dedication. A new church 
is also being built in charge\of Rev. A. B. Kirtland. 

NEW CONGREGATIONS 
Are as follows: Morrill, in Brown county, organized under hopeful auspices, 
is seeking a pastor. East Norway congregation, in charge of Rev. C. Mar- 
tin, M. D., will apply for admission to our Synod at this meeting. 
CALLS ACCEPTED AND INSTALLATIONS, 

In November Rev. A. J. Hesson took charge at Peabody, presenting his 
letter of dismissicn from West Pennsylvania Synod. 

In October, Rev. G. A. Bowers, D. D., having been duly received from 
Pittsburgh Synod, was installed at Abilene. 

In November, Rev. Henry Sharpe took charge at Hays City. His letter of 
dismissal from Hartwick Synod i is in my hands. 

In November, Rev. A. J. Kissell took charge at Salina. 

In August, 1883, Rev. J. E. Maurer, a licentiate of Allegheny Synod, pre- 
sented his credentials and took charge at Lawrence. He has been duly in- 
stalled, and will apply for ordination at this meeting of Synod. 
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_ Withelm now serves that congregation, in connection with Red Cloud, Ne- 
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In September, Rev. Angus Lowe took charge at Waterville. 
During part of the year, New Cambria was supplied by Rev. S. P. Harring- 
ton. He has recently closed his work there. 
Rev. M. F. Troxell, pastor at Eureka, was ordained at the recent meeting 
of Maryland Synod. His letter of dismission from that body was put in my 
hands, asking membership in this body. 
RESIGNATIONS, DISMISSALS AND VACANCIES, 
Perhaps fewer in number than for many years, are as follows: 
In April, Rev. H. F. Long resigned at Bunker Hill. The church is yet 
vacant. 
In August, Rev. Angus Lowe resigned at Hardy, Nebraska. Rev. M. L. 


braska. 
In April, Rev. B. F. Grenoble resigned the Ebenezer charge, which is yet 
without a pastor. 
In June, I granted a letter of dismission to Rev. A. Essick, to the Synod of 
West Pennsylvania. 
In March, Rev. D/ 9 Harbaugh resigned Pleasant Hill charge, in order to 
form a new pastorate in connection with Waterville and Barnes. 
The growth and present condition of almost all our organized churches is 


While rejoicing in the prosperity of these churches, let us not forget another 
fact, and let it be a warning call to immediate action to remedy the defect, 
viz: that while our Synodical territory is perhaps the largest of any in the 
General Synod, and being rapidly populated, we are doing but little in organ- 
izing new churches. The field is fertile for our church's development, since 
so large a proportion of its population are Lutheran by birth. 

That we are not in any adequate degree keeping pace with the material 
development of our territory by planting churches and cultivating the field 
providentially ours, is a sad fact which must be apparent to all. 

The eye of the Church at large is fixed anxiously upon Kansas Synod. 
Much is rightfully expected. fo 
ate with any wise advance movement. 

The all-important prayer and action before this 
Synodical Convention is, What can be done to promptly and effectively move 
forward and occupy the places where duty to God and loyalty to our Church 
calls. 
In regard to the propriety and the duty of occupying Emporia, Wichita, 
Wyandotte, and several other cities, there can be no question. Immediate ac- 
tion is the imperative dethand of the situation. 
We are about to enter upon a wonderful anniversary era in our beloved 
Zion. Four hundred years of history—the most eventful and glorious since 
apostolic days—gather as a bright halo round the name of Martin Lather. 
As is eminently fit, this Synod will doubtless hold appropriate memorial ser- 
vices during its present session, commemorative of the birth and mission of the 
great Reformer and founder of our Church. 
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If the heroic spirit of Luther, and the grand results of bis life, become an 
inspiration of loyalty to duty in planting the Church in the present age, then 
indeed, and only then, do we do honor to his 

For three successive years, the full limit of time pormisted by your Consti- 
tution, you have called me to preside over this Synod. Thé uniform and 
kindly courtesy shown me by every member, and the co-operation always so 
cheerfully granted me, has made the task, though difficult, full of pleasure, 
and one which will linger with me as a delightful memory of Christian brother- 
hood.

Report of Delegates to General Synod. 

Dear Breruxen: Your delegates to the General Synod held at Spring- 
field, Ohio, from May 16th to May 22d, 1883, present the following report : 

The delegates, clerical and lay, from the Synod of Kansas, were ail present. 
The action of the General Synod was very harmonious. The Synod unani- 
mously favored more aggressive work, and resolved to raise $30,000 for Home 
Mission work, $30,000 for Foreign Missions, and $20,000 for Church Exten- 
sion annually. This Synod will be expected to raise our proportion of this 
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. importance of fully meeting the amount apportioned to us. This item, after 
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amount, and we wish especially to impress upon each member of Synod the 


earnest and encouraging speeches from clerical and lay, was adopted by a ris- 
ing vote. 

The General Synod by resolution appointed the first Sunday after Epiphany 
as Children’s Day, at which time the pastors devote themselves to awakening 
a deeper interest among the parents respecting the Sunday-school work, and 
also address the children on the important’work of the Church. Your com. 
4nittee recommend that this Synod comply with the above recommendation. 

The following resolution was passed by the General Synod, which we not 
only heartily approve, but earnestly recommend that appropriate action be 
taken by this Synod to bring it before our churches and people. 

Resolved, That this Synod urge upon pastors and superintendents of Sun- 
day-schools throughout the Church the use of our publications as the very 
best and the most suitable for Lutheran Sunday-schools.

Report of Committee on President's Report. | 

Committee No. 1 offered the following report, which was, on

The paper placed in our hands is the annual report of our late President. It 
is a document full of interesting facts, cheering in the results of church work | 
accomplished with God's blessing. The number of churches built is very 
encouraging; the increase of membership, spirituality and benevolence are 
noticed in this report with gratitude to God. It directs the attention of 
Synod to vacancies at Bunker Hill, Ebenezer and New Cambria. fe 

This report calls our attention to great and increasing work demanding the 
immediate attention of Synod at Wichita, Wyandotte, Emporia, and several 
other cities in this State. 

It properly calls the attention of Synod to a proper memorial service of La- 
ther’s birthday at some time during its present convention. We would sug- 
gest the adoption of the following :

Your Trustees would respectfully report that our college at Carthage is in 
a fair degree of prosperity, though the past year has been one of peculiar trial. 

Owing to the resignation of all the members of the Faculty, the Board were 
compelled to select a new corps of professors. This it did to the best of its 
ability, and as we believe will be commended by the church. 

The present session opens with a most encouraging attendance, and on all 
hands there are signs of growing public confidence. The new faculty, under 
the presidency of Rev. J. A. Detweiler, have taken hold of the work vigor- 
ously, and with good assurance of success. 
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The present productive endowment is about $20,000. There are funds be- 
sites this which are for the present non-productive, but will come to be avail- 
able in the future. ‘Phe effort to endow a professorship in memory of the 
lamented President Tressler is progressing encouragingly, and we hope in a 
year from now to report its completions 

A debt of between two and three thousand dollars, mostly due the former 
professors, rests on the college, for which early payment is necessary. ‘The 
anly possible solution for the present, asit appears to the Trustees, is to borrow 
the money, giving college property as security,
